HERETICAL?

In a recent editorial of Tae InpDEPEND- 
ENT it was stated that a Western council 
had lately refused to ordain a young man 
who held the views of Dr. Bushnell con- 
cerning the Atonement; while an Eastern 
council, sitting at about the same time, and 
composed of some of the most eminent di- 
vines of New England, enrolled Dr. Bush- 
nell among its members, invited him to 
preach, and “ publicly thanked him for his 
sermon.” The council to which reference 
was made was held in North Adams, Mass., 
and the statement concerning itis correct 
except in one particular. Members of the 
council expressed themselves as pleased 
with the sermon, but I am not aware that 
the preacher was officially thanked by the 
council.

The atonement was an expedient de- 
vised to secure this governmental end. 

Dr. Bushnell, in his “ Vicarious Sacri- 
fice,” adopts the theory that Christ’s prim- 
ary object in coming to the word was 
neither to render God propitious, nor to 
prepare, under the divine government, &. 
ground of forgiveness; but to “ seek and to. 
save that which was lost.” He did not 
come to suffer, he came to save; but he 
knew before he came that his coming 
would involve suffering. It was necessary. 
that the divine Life should be manifested ta 
the world; and to this end the Word was 
made Flesh. But, in order that he might 
perfectly reveal God to men, in order that 
he might bring men near to God, he must 
put himself under the limitations of finite« 
ness; he must even consent to bear the 
physical woes of our condition, and to en< 
dure, without resistance, the scorn and 
hatred which the world always visite upon 
goodness, He knew that, if he came di- 
vested of his glory, and forbearing to usa 
his omnipotence, the purity of his life and 
doctrine would arouse the enmity of bigots, 
and that they would put him to death; but, 
looking beyend the Cross, he saw that, 
when they beheld him whom they had 
pierced, and thought of his blameless and 
beneficent life, there would come a tremen 
dous revulsion in their feeling—they would 
confess with shame the wrong which they 
had done him, and acknowledge him to be 
their rightful Lord and Saviour. In order 
that the world’s wickedness might be con- 
quered, it must be permitted to spend ‘ita 
fury upon an unresisting victim. The ob= 
ject of his coming-was therefore to gain, by 
his life and death, a power over the hearta 
of men. “And I,” he said, “if I be lifted 
up, will draw all men unte me.” 

This is, of course, a meager account of 
Dr. Bushnell’s theory; but it is enough ta 
indicate the drift of it. According ta 
Princeton, the Atonement is a peace-offer« 
ing to an offended Deity. According ta 
Andover, it is an expedient of govern- 
| mental policy. According to Dr. Bush- 
nell, it is the method God takes of show- 
ing to men how much he is willing to da 
and suffer to save them from sin and death, 
I do not wish to be understood as saying 
thet the other theories do not admit the 
fact of a moral influence exerted by Christ 
upon men in his atoning work; but they 
make it a secondary and subordinate object 
of his coming, while Dr. Bushnell makes it 
the principal object. In answer to Prince- 
ton, he declares that God does not need te 
be made propitious; that he does not re- 
quire the blood of a victim to make him 
willing to remit the penalty of a penitent 
transgressor; that he is infinite in his 








that the atoning work of Christ does have 


God in the convictions of men; but affirms 
that the effect is only incidental, and that 
it is not the end in view. 

Without attempting to confute the ac. 
cepted theories of the Atonement, or to es- 
| tablish Dr. Bushnell’s theory, I have thus 
cndeavored.to piace them side by side in a 


| fair statement. If we examine the contents 


of this “ radically’ unsound” view of the

1, The divinity:of Christ. None of the 
other theologies dave. more clearly set forth 
this doctrine. Indecd, many of the other 
treatises upon this subject have been tainted 
with error at this very point; they have 
seemed to place Christ in a position subor- 
dinate to the Father, and to lead directly ta 
Tritheism. In this respect there is a clead 
gain in Dr. Bushnell’s view. 

2. The fact of retribution. This greaf 
doctrine is nowhere blinked. The inviola- 
bility of law, and the necessity that its pen< 
alties should be executed upon the incor- 
rigible, are plainly taught.

Concerning the fact of salvation through 
Christ, as we said at first, there is no dim 
pute, The only question is concerning the 
method. They who hold this view preach 
Christ certainly not less faithfully than 
those who hold the other views. Instead of 
being called to preach certain formulas 
about Christ, their work, as they contrive 
it, isto preach Christ himself—to hola xp 
constantly before men the image of this di- 


less life and mournful death, until men 
shall see the King in his beauty, and bow 
down before him with glad reverence. Of 
course, it is possible that men holding this 
view may preach merely the theoretical part 
of it; and, if it is preached in this way, itia 
nearly as bad as any other theory.

And it ia 
one chief merit of this view that it leads 
those who hold it to discard philosophy, 
and conduct men directly to the Life. 
Whether the Congregational churches 
can afford to exclude from their fellowship 
those who are thus determined to know 
nothing but Jesus Christ and him crucified, 
it is for them to determine. For myself, 2 
must confess—you will permit me, Iepa 
PENDENT, to make a confession—that thi¢ 
truth has brought to me joy and inspiras 
tion which I would by no means barter fox 
the fellowship of my brethren in Christ, 
much as I prize that.

If it be a 
holiday, it is the sound, and not the ball at 
all, If one is studious of physics, it may 
be the mere generation and expansion of 
gases, or it may be gases made visible, as 
vapor or smoke, that attracts the eye, that 
is the motive. And so any of many differ- 
ent effects may become, in its turn, the rea- 
son why you discharge a cannon. And 
this simple instance will multiply itsolf. 
By examining almost every physical act, 
you will see that it may be done from a 
variety of reasons. The circumstances 
which relate to a single act are multiform. 
Now, if this be true in regard to matter, 
how much more important does it become 
when the action is related chiefly to the 
human mind—the most complex and the 
most multitudinous, both in its results when 
acting and in its susceptibility of change 
when acted upon, of anything that God has 
created within the range of our knowledge. 
A single act of an intelligent being—and 
still more a course or line of action—may 
sustain direct relations to nearly every one 
of the whole of the faculties of the scale of 
the mind. A line of action may gratify the 
body, and at the same time please the mind. 
It may, for instance, yield physical pleasure, 
and at the same time satisfy pride. And 
the relations of our actions to our fellow- 
men may Cause our vanity to be pleased. 
And some shade of influence in all acts 
which please us may benefit others, and so 
benevolence may be gratified. 

Let us select the simple element of indus- 
try asa course of action. Why are men 
industrious? They may be so for any of 
eight or ten or twelve reasons; and these 
reasons may divide and multiply themselves 
into scores and scores of reasons. Some 
are industrious because they have such 
nervous activity that not to be industrious 
is more painful than to be so. The reason 
in this case is one of pure physical impulse 
or necessity. | 

Or, industry may arise from a desire to 
gratify the appetites or the passions. Men 
are willing to work in the present for the 
sake of some gratification in the future. 

Or, industry may be the result of fear. 
It is when the slave works with the lash 
behind him. And the r are in some 
sense slaves to fear. Hunger, cold, all the 
evils of the inclement season, are so Many 
lashes that are always driving men, and 
saying to them, “ Work, or suffer.” And 
they grumble and work because they do 
not want to suffer. Thousands of men are 
industrious drudges. For a man that works 
when he does not want to, and from a low 
motive, is a drudge. 

Or, industry may be the result of vanity. 
There are many children—and men are 
nothing but children overgrown—that work 
because they are praised for working. 
Their reputation, their position in the 
neighborhood, has been gained. Their 
standing among men is more than equal 
to t of those whose praise they covet. 
Their industries are known; and they are 
=~ ae and praise turns the wheel of their 
mill. 


Then there are some, I doubt not, that 
work from the spirit of self-respect. There 
is something comely in work. It is beseem- 
ing. It comports with their idea of dignit 
and self-estimation. They work because it 
is right and proper for them to work. That 
is the motive in their case. 

Some work because there is behind them 
that which quickens their dearest affections, 
The wife and the little children—for their 
sakes, whom they love better than their 
own life, they toil early and late. Social 
affections make them industrious. 

There also may be an industry which 
springs from the love of power. Men may 
perceive that ambition can be gratified, that 
influence can be wielded, that power can 
be held, only through a course of industry ; 
and ambition is the spur of their industry. 
Or, it may be beneyolence that shall in- 
cite men to industry. They may perceive

For that mo- 
tive which is all the time inspiring you to 
work is the chisel in the hand of God which 
is cutting out your portrait. If you are do- 
ing right things from selfish motives, those 
motives are painting your portrait; and if 
you do those same things from the inspira- 
tion of the higher reason, that motive is 
painting your portrait. The higher the 
motive, the higher becomes the scu!pturing 
hand that is fashioning your features. And 
if your motive is the highest, your linea- 
ments are being painted to represent all 
the beauty of divine nobility. And it is of 
transcendent importance, not only that a 
man should do right, but that he should 
day by day find higher reasons for doing 
right than he is wont to find. And that 
man who goes on trudging and plodding, 
goaded by troubles, pulled and dragged by 
necessity, and doing things that he does not 
want to do—that man’s discipline of life is 
all void. Heis born a clown and a clod, 
and he diesa clod. From dust he came, 
and to dust he goes back. 

Herein is the true secret of nobility of 
character. The habit of acting from the 
highest considerations is that which makes 
a man noble. Nobility may be conferred 
only in one way. Therecognition of it may 
be conferred upon men.

Now that isthe way to nobility. You 
know what all these ways mean. Christ 
said, “ Strait, narrow, difficult, is the gate; 
but at the end is the way oflife. The other 
toad is broad and down-hill, with company 
enough. Take your choice.” 

It is only in the way that I have pointed 
out that you can make your daily avoca- 
tions Fedound to your religious growth. 
After all, we are what we are by,those un- 
conscious influences that are working upon 
us. There are silent and invisible laws 
which always govern the world. You 
would think, to hear men boast, that they 
made spring, winter, and summer, and con- 
trolled the globe; but, after all, the silent 
laws, the simple circles, that .move the 
planets in their orbits, are the ever-endur- 
ing influences that bring the seasons, and 
those things which come with them. 2 

Now, it is not what you feel on the Sab- 
bath day, upon great state oecasions, at 
those lucid intervals which you have when 
standing on the mount and near to heaven; 
but those attritions that every day, before 
and behind, and on every side, unconscious- 
ly peck and peck, and rasp and rasp, and 
sand-paper and sand-paper your life—it is 
these that are shaping you and making you 
what you are. And I know not how any 
man that is perpetually venturing into busi- 
ness relations can be a Christian unless he 
undertakes to conduct every part of his 
avocation and of his life according to the 
highest rules, It is hard; but in public life, 
in business, in the household, everywhere, a 
man that has a stout heart and a resolute 
spirit can act from the highest considera- 
tions, till it becomes more natural te do it 
than to act from the lower motives. Even 
temptations are taken away from the busi- 
ness Of such a man, and it is divested of all 
its perils. 

There is many a man that worships God 
behind the counter as much as at the altar. 
Many a man preaches when he gives out 
notes or signs documents, as much as 
though he stood in the pulpit and ex- 
pounded the truth. Many a man interprets 
the Gospel by the discriminations which he 
makes in his affairs better than ministers 
that are consecrated. It is not to under- 
value the doctrine of godliness that I say 
this ; but to call your attention to the fact of 
how much better men understand the prac- 
tice of this doctrine. One man, finely dis- 
criminating and nobly acting in the com- 
munity, stands higher than any steeple of 
cathedral ever stood, to point men to 
heaven. 

Thus it is that men at present can best 
separate themselves from their fellow-men, 
if they desire to stand eminent. One man, 
in any calling, may improve it, may popu- 
larize it, may render it noble. I believe 
that the respectabilities of callings in part

Book Cable. 
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JOSIAH QUINCY.* 


Tue late John Glen King, of Salem, Mass.— 
one of the best scholars whom America has 
produced, and a man of progressive im- 
pulses and conservative associations—used 
to take the Anti-Slavery Standard solely on 
account of Edmund Quincy’s weekly let- 
ters. His avowed reason was that there 
was “no other political writer who knew 
enough of American history to entitle his 
opinions to the least respect.” 

This thorough knowledge is an invalu- 
able preparation for writing a biography 
whose materials extend over nearly a hun- 
dred years. In the thorough way in which 
Mr. Quincy has worked up this mass of 
inherited material, he reminds one of the 
filial toils of his kinsman, Mr. Charles Fran- 
cis Adams; but Mr. Quincy has the added 
qualifications of a warm heart, a racy wit, 
a reasonably good temper, and an unflinch- 
ing radicalism. 

This volume records the remarkable 
career of the last and noblest of the Fed- 
eralists ; the last by reason of years, and the 
noblest by reason ef foresight. To him it 
was given to see fully what the rest saw 
but dimly—that the one real danger of the 
Republic lay in the slave oligarchy. Avow- 
ing this in his youth, heedless how it might 
mar his prospects, he also asserted it in 
age, when it temporarily marred what may 
be called his retrospects ; that is, that epoch 
of peace which should accompany old age. 
It even separated him, in a degree, from the 
men of his own age in Boston, and threw 
him, where he naturally belonged, into the 
companionship of much younger men, 

He seemed thus to have two lives, two 
epochs of freshness and vigor: the first 
when he predicted the anti-slavery contest 
from afar off, and the second when he 
personally fought in it, with the maturity 
of placid academic life between. 

None felt this rejuvenescence in Mr. 
Quincy’s life so keenly, perhaps, as those 
who were Harvard students in his time. In 
spite of his hale look and vigorous habits, 
he passed there fora man who was grow- 
ing old. His forgetfulness and uncertain 
manners gave a slight impression of senili- 
ty; he was beloved and ever respected, 
but it was the respect due to an old man. 
His resignation was supposed to have come 
rather tardily, and he was regarded by 
many as having finished his active career. 
To our amazement, we presently opencd 
our eyes, and saw him born again into a 
vigorous prime. He was younger than we 
were; he was a laborious author, a radical 
statesman, a farmer who half revolution- 
ized the system of cattle-keeping in Massa- 
chusetts ; a speculator who taught the citi- 
zens of Boston how to make money out of 
their own wharves. His pamphlets se- 
cured the election of Republican candi- 
dates. He was chosen to welcome Mr. 
Sumner to his native city after the attack 
upon his life. And at the age of ninety, 
when the civil war broke out—three years 
before his death—he said to his son, “ Now I 
know we are geing to be a great nation. I 
never felt sure of it before.” 

“To the day of his death,” says his bi- 
oerapher, he professed and called himself a 
Federalist, and nothing else. (P. 42.) 

“In his choice between the parties of his 
youth, he was solely guided by his sense of 
what public duty demanded of him; but he 
was doubtless confirmed in it by the exam- 
ple of many able men, most of them much 
his seniors, in Massachusetts, who then il- 
lustrated the Federal ranks, and who be- 
stowed on him their countenance and 
friendship. Among these may be named 
George Cabot, Fisher Ames, uel Dex- 
ter, Harrison Gray Otis, the Joha Lowells, 
father and son, Theophilus Parsons, Ste- 


phen Higginson, and the like. By John 
Adams he was honored with a continuance

his father and himself; and with John 
Quincy Adams, as a contemporary, he was 
on terms of cordial intimacy.” 

He represented the Boston district in 
Congress for eight years (1805-13), and then 
declined a re-election, at the age of forty- 
one. He was there at a most turbulent 
period ; was a leader, if not the leader, in 
opposing the war with England, and: the 
purchase of Louisiana. He was brought in 
contact and even in conflict with semi-bar- 
barians from the South and West, and yet 
he had moral courage enough to avoid 
fighting a duel. This showed extraordin- 
ary resources of character.

(whose correctness is now tted) that 
Louisiana was to be annexed in the interest 
of slavery; and upon the avowed opinion 
of President Jefferson that the Constitution 
Must be “temporarily shut up” (p. 90) for 
the sake of the new policy. Whatever may 
be thought of his conclusions, the argu- 
ments by which he reached them now read 
like prophecy; and all American history, 
up to the civil war, simply developed his 
Predictions. He took undoubtedly a revo- 


and the abolitionists took later; but it 
would have been a revolution in favor of 
freedom, not of slavery. His biographer 
well sums it up: “The secessionism of 
Josiah Quincy was the vindication of the 
rights of freedom against the unconstitu- 
tional aggressions of slavery; that of Jeffer- 


slavery against the constitutional restric- 
tions of freedom.” 


These points in Josiah Quincy’s public 
career are fully and fairly stated by his 
biographer, with ample evidence and eluci- 
dation. There is much collateral interest, 
also, in the glimpses of other statesmen, 
especially in the letters of John Adams and 
John Randolph, of which there are here 
many hitherto unpublished and always 
racy. There are, too, some very fresh 
glimpses of persons who are only too famil- 
iar to be real—as, for instance, this of Wash- 
ington : 

“ One day, when talking over those times 
in his old age, I asked my father to tell me 
what were his recollections of Washington’s 
personal presence and bearing. ‘I will tell 
you,’ said he, ‘just how he struck me, He 
reminded me of the gentlemen who used to 
come to Boston in those days to attend the 
General Court from Hampden or Franklin 
County, in the western part of the state. A 
little stiff in his person, not a little formal 
in bis manners, not particularly at his ease 
in the presence of strangers. He had the 
air of a country gentleman not accustomed 
to mix much in society, perfectly polite, but 
not easy in his address and conversation, 
and not graceful in his gait or move- 
ments.’” (P. 51.) 


This must bea blow to those whose impres- 
sions are derived from Stuart's portrait, or 
those who assume that all ex-presidents, at 
least, were models of grace. Butitis confirmed 
by a citation from the recollections of Wil- 
liam Sullivan, another contemporary, who 
says of Washington that “ while walking in 
the streets his movements had not that sol- 
dierly air which might have been expect- 
ed;” which he attributes to his early 
habits as a surveyor. Lafayette, too, is re- 
corded to have said that Washington’s 
hands were the largest he ever saw—a fact 
which would hardly be counted to him for 
elegance by Dr. Bellows. 

All Mr. Edmund Quincy’s views of his 
father’s public career seem moderate and 
reasonable, Noone perhaps has summed 
up the verdict of posterity on the Federal- 
ists more compactly than this : 

“The Federalists, consisting to a great 
extent of educated and reflecting men, 
were too apt to draw from the experience 
of the Old World inferences as to the 
operation of political institutions in the 
New, without making sufficient allowance 
for the infinite difference in the circum- 
stances under which the experiments were 
to be tried. It was their little faith 
in ideas which caused their disappearance 
from the world of American politics; and it 
was his unbounded faith in ideas which 
gave Thomas Jefferson, in spite of all his 
faults of character and his inconsistencies 
and errors of public conduct, that control- 
ling power over the minds of men, which 
did not die with him, but is giving direction 
and shape to the history, not only of his 
own country, but of Christendom.” 

Indeed, it will be a surprise to those who 
have known the author of this book only 
| through the distortions of temporary preju- 
dice, to see how cool and dispassionate he 
is, and how little given to ultraism or un- 
charitableness. Indeed, we cannot recall a 
positively unchristian passage in the book, 
except where the author bursts into an 
anathema against “ that pernicious promon- 
tory” Point Judith, which it seems had for 
its godmother a certain Judith Quincy of 
other days. Something must be pardoned, 
however, to an excess of zeal for the family 
reputation. 

One brought up to revere Dennie’s “ Port. 
folio” (published from 1800 to 1812) may per- 
haps be pardoned for declaring that “it 
would bear no unfavorable comparison 
with those of the present day on either side 
of the water” (p. 32); although this conveys 
aseverer reproach upon the literature of 
the times than one would have expected 
from the author of “ Wensley.” But we 
are not quite satisfied with his view of his 
father’s opposition to the consolidation of 
the Boston Atheneum with the Boston Pub- 
lic Library (p. 501); still less with his appar- 
ent endorsement of the action of Mayor 
Quincy in abolishing the short-lived High 
School for Girls in Boston. No doubt the 
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excellent man was sincere in this, as in 
everything; but we must doubt if he was 
wise or far-sighted. The school was abol- 
ished, after a year or two, in the present 
biographer’s words, “because it was too 
successful,” and because the majority of 
girls came frem the wealthier classes. (P. 
400.) But,as it is, the precise drawback 
upon our public school system is that the 
wealthier classes keep their girls out of itin 
large cities ; and so they fail of their pri- 
mary effect, which is to unite all classes. 
Any school which will bring them in is so 
far of great value. It is safe to say that the 
whole public school system of the nation 
has been injured by that one act, so great is 
the influence of Boston in this regard. 
Other cities have been encouraged in the 
parsimony or prejudice which has kept 
them from establishing high schools for 
girls. Nor can we agree with the state- 
ment that the “Normal School,” as Mr. 
Quincy calls it, is “an institution 
of which Boston has just reason to be 
proud,” upon his showing; since the 
very title implies that the city limits 
the supply of higher education to those 
who expect to become teachers. Practi- 
cally, as we take it, there is no disposition 
on the part of “the wealthier classes” to 
send their children to this school, The 
more’s the pity; we have no faith in 
what are called in England “ middle-class 
schools” fora republican country. Fortu- 
nately, the smaller towns in New England 
are genérally in advance of Boston in this 
and offer as good a high-school 
training to girls as to boys; while the large 
Cities, out of New England, only follow in 
the wake of: Boston far behind.

‘A werrer to the Farmers’ Club, Ameri-

The verbena 
and foxglove sre also very common on 
rocky situations; not because of the rocks, 
but because there the dee eply-rooted prairie- 
ass will not thrive, and hence there is an 
ppening for any har dy plant. I have seen 
two colors of the verbena—red and purple; 
but the latter has so small a flower as to 
be almost unnoticeable. We have also a 
white hyacinth, a purple petunia, a blue 
Jupin, and many others. 
Sprinkled all over the prairies, among the 
8, We find red and variegated phlox, 
yellow polyanthus, and sometimes & pur- 
ple petunia and blue spiderwort; and last of 
all comes the beautiful blue gentian, with 
Biraight-edged petals, after the first frost. 

“ All of the above, so far as tried, grow 
finely under common garden cultivation, 
and most are equal in beauty to the culti- 
wated varieties. Of wild roses, we have 
the small prairie rose, srowing about @ foot 
high, single flower of blush in hot weather, 
Hleepening into bright red in cool, usually 
from two to three inches in diameter; and 
the climbing varicty, also single, pale red, 

wing in clusters, and resembling in its 
Fotiag liage and growth the cultivated queen of 
the prairie, and fora single rose is @ very 
4ine one.” 


Mr. A. D. Richardson speaks of the same 
wbject in the following manner:
